A surprise wnt sprung onUhe udaIo 
txmimilleo on corporations Tuesday, at 
Sprinpflold, when Gov. Dcnesn during n 
ten-minute talk-- on the suit Offninst tho 
Illinois Central Kail road wild Ihnt the 
Amount of buck laxcs for which ho is fight- 
ing runs over 85.000,000. It was tho first 
official inform ution of the totnl arrearages 
disclosed thy the recent investigation. This 
mini is only an approximation^ ns the suit 
filet) by Att6rnoy General 8toad Is'for nn 
accounting, and accordingly mentions no 
specific sum. 

, Tho disclosures had nn imnicdinlo effect 
en tho committee. Tho senators asked n 
few question*, ntid in two minutes reported 
favorably the hill for a fund of' 9,150,000 to 
meet tho expenses of prosecuting the suit. 

'Tho resolutions with which Senator 
Hon ry II. Evans sought to sidetrack the 
investigation early in Iho session were not 
considered, and the probability among tho 
"uiiflnisned business". of the committee. 

The exact nmount of hack compensation 
no far figured out hy tho calculators in go- 
ing over th'fl books of the company for tho 
iast twenty-two years runa np-to 95,881,30-1, 
and the amount is increasing continually. 



Of this sum 91.840,000 of the claim* is 
connected with tho division of freight rates, 
while the remainder Is bawl on other items 
thnt have been in\esli Gated. 

In his talk tho governor said thnt the 
road has engaged powerful lawyers and 
Jhnt it is necessary for tho state to mo nil 
energy in obtaining evidence, For this 
reason 9100,000 Is asked by (he governor, 
as he Is tho only state official empowered 
to make tho investigation, white tho attor- 
ney, general needs 950,000 for expenses con- 
nected with the legal end of the contort. 

As a final remark Go f. Den een said thnt 
the investigation, no matter whui tho out- 
come of the suit, meant nn increase of 
9107,000 .in rovomie to the itate yearly 
from tlio froight item alone. 

In explaining the need for ' Iho 9100,000 
appropriation, Gov. Deoeen said that the 
work of investigation was such thnt it 
necessitated tho pcrvices of high-salaried 
men and that thu earnings of the road at 
evoiy town and shipping point had to ho 
looked into to see if the figures of the in- 
veatiwitors agreed with tho division of 
earnings made hy tho clerical force of the 
road.

Reported ' That Rural and Ciiy Carriers 
Will Receive Moro Pay. 

A special from Washington says; It 
now seems probable that an increase in 
Bivlary will' bo given' to rural and city letter 
carriers and poatofllco cteikn. Tho house 
subcommittee, of which Representative 
Stafford is a member, has agreed upon n 
plan to bring this about. Jtural carriers 
who average 24 miles or over will lie 'paid 
I84dayenr, instead of 8720. Tliosalaries 
of carriers who average less than 24 miles 
will be graduated according' to tbadistnnce 
traveled. The salaries of totter carrier* 
will range from $600 to 91,100 a year if 
the committee* report is agreed to. In 
cities of less than 25,000 population. 81)00 
will be the maximum. In cities between 
21,000 and 7.1,000 tho maximum will be 
81,000, and 81,100 the maximum in larger 
cities. Provision is made also for pro- 
motion ofcJftrJtt-in- poitoiBces upon tho 
basis^fteriglh of service, tko~"M[o t rics to

' ning industry. 

How many readers ever heard of tho 
Nuahagak river, neks tho Youths Com- 
ponlon. Not'mnny, it la safe to say. 
Yet the department of commerce and 
labor pronounces this river of western 
Alaska "one of the Important fishing 
streams of tho world." The Ash which 
the Nushagak furnishes Is salmon, the 
taking, canning, freezing aud salting 
or which Is an Alaskan industry, the 
ImportaT-;e of which Is shewn by a re? 
1 cent report Issued by the department 
of commerce, and labor. The first two 
canneries were built in 1878. Since 
then the number baa increased until la 
.i802 there w ere fi l establishments, 
which put up more than 2,500,000 
cases, 'Low prices since then have 
Bomewhat;T.educed .both ,th'e number of 
canneries and the output; neverthe- 
less, sin co canning began In Alaska. 
nearly 22 ,00 0.00 6 coses have been seat 
out In order to provide some coun- 
terpoise to this tremendous drain the 
packers combined to start hatcheries. 
These >have been carried on with im- 
portant results and Increasing success. 
In 1805 the United States bureau of 
fisheries took up the work, In addition 
to what had been done by the. packers. 
Therefore now nine hatcheries, from 
which about 450,000,000 fry have been 
liberated.

More Pleasant Places Than the Capfc 
tal of Afghanistan, 

The cold Is Intense, the enow lie* 
deep' in the streets hud tho winds ar« 
freezing. Win tor, beginning early In 
October and continuing until March, 
renders life In Kabul difficult and un- 
comfortable ' Charcoal Is tho chief 
fuol, and as tho houses, owing .to 
numerous doors and windows, aro 
very draughty, tho supply of wood: 
very limited, and coal unobtainable. 
It Is necessary to wear, oven In the* 
houso, treble thicknesses of clothing,, 
and the longest, warmest and thick- 
est of fur coats outside tho doors. 

Meal times under such rigorous 
conditions are a distinct misfortune, 
writes Angus Hamilton in the Lady's 
Realm.

Bake 30 min- 
utes in a moderate ovon, 

Honey Fruit Cako— Tako one nnd 
one-half cupfuls of honey, two-thirds 
cup of butter, one-half cup of sweet 
milk, three oggs well beaten, throe 
cupfuls of flour, two teas poohfuls of 
baking powder, two cupfuls raisins, 
one toaspoonfgul each' of cloves and 
cinnamon. 



Salad Dressing. 
Put in tho dish you are to cook In, 
oho heaping tablespoonful of butter, 
samo of whlta' sugar, two level table- 
spoonfuls dry mustard,. about half tea- 
spoon ealt Smooth these to a paste, 
add ono unbeaten egg.

"It has tampered with the oil Inspec- 
tors In different states. The laws of 
several states concerning tho Inspec- 
tion, of oil are singularly defective, 
and 'this has been turned to profit by 
the Standard. 

"Tho Standard buys a'dvertislng 
space i In many newspapers which It 
fills, not with advertisements, but with 
reading matter prepared by agents 
kept for that purpose and paid for at 
advertising rates, as ordinary news, 

"It has used purchased or, independ- 
ently organized companies to kill .off 
competitors by such companies reduc- 
ing prices. 

"The operation of such fake Inde- 
pendent concerns has been one of Its 
roost effective means of destroying 
competition. 

"The; Standard 'has habitually re- 
duced the price against Its competitors 
In a particular locality while maintain- 
ing its prices at othor places. .When 
competition was destroyed,, It restored

BATTLE OVER WATER POWER. 
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Sanitary District In Fight for Land 
Worth Millions, 

Jollel.— The battle over the right 
to water powers, the value of which 
runs Into millions, began in tho Will 
county circuit court, when tho sani- 
tary district of Chicago 01 od an 
amended bill to condemn the proporty 
owned now by the Economy Light and 
Power company below South street in 
JolloL 

The district made the claim that 
tho Desplnincs river bed In section 21 
belongs to the state of Illinois, and 
that the riparian rights of tho banks 
of the river In that section also be- 
long to the state of Illinois. 
" Tho Economic attorneys maintained 
that tho samo contention had been set- 
tled by the supremo court of Illinois 
In a largo number of previous con- 
demnation cases. 

Col. Thompson In a Btrong address 
to the court on tho motion to dismiss 
the condemnation suit of the sanitary 
district declared that tho district was 
trying to work a fraud and a delusion. 
Ho claimed' that tho real object was 
to secure immense water power rights 
which tho Economy company owns, 
and ho insisted that the district was 
using a more subterfuge' In attempting 
to make out that It required this new 
land for drainage purposes, 

The bill on file by tho district states 
that 153,000,000 has been spent by 
tho district thus far on the channel, 
and ■ that the Economy company Is 
seeking to get benefits that rightfully 
belong to the district.

There is not the slightest use in any one 
attempting to whistle up a war cloud be- 
tween the United States and England over 
the churlish performance of Gov, General 
Swettenhnm of .In milieu, who has just 
ordered Admiral Davis and his American 
squadron nwny from tho earth-quake 
stricken island, where they were doing 
their best to relieve the suffering in the 
cause 'of common humanity. According 
to all the facts in the cose so far as they 
have yet developed Admiral Davis sailed 
into what was left of the harbor at King- 
ston, Jamaica, and without waiting for 
order* from anyone landed blue jackets to 
help preserve order, nnd doctors and medi- 
cal supplies to help out the seamy store 
in the overworked hospital. Withal he 
courteously placed himself at the disposal 
of Governor Sweetenham, announcing that 
he was there to do whatever needed to be 
done, pending the arrival nf the relief 
ship Celtic, which was already on its way 
from the United, States. Almost anyone 
might suppose, under the circumstances, 
that the Governor-General - would* have 
welcomed these friendly offices, But what 
did he do? With characteristic British 
insularity be ordered Admiral Davis and 
his murines back on shipboard, as thouuh 
an invading force from an unfriendly power 
nnd added insult to injury by an unkind 
letter in which he as good as accused Ad- 
miral Davis of lying and told him that he 
needed no assistance from the outside. 
Such performance was not calculated to 
stimulate the sympathies of the United 
State« with uricken Jamaica, neither was 
it calculated to increase the tfaad feeling 
between the United Stales and Great 
Britain. But while it is certain' to strain 
relations a bit there, nre no serious results 
to be apprehended. The English papers 
have been unsparing in their denunciation 
of Gov. Swettenliam's graceless act and 
the officials, both of the State Department 
and of the English foreign office, have dis- 
creetly announced that they have "no, 
official advices" on the affair, and cannot 
discuss it for publication, it ia • possible 
that Governor S wet ten ham may be recalled 
as a mark of displeasure on the part of the 
English Government. If he is, so much 
the worse for the Governor and so much 
the better for the island of Jamaica, It ie 
hardly to he supposed that he will have the 
' sympathy of decent minded Englishmen, 
either at home or abroad, but so far as 
Jamaica is concerned, tho earthquake Buf- 
ferere will be the ones to get the worst of 
it. One can hardly suppose that there 
will be any great enthusiasm in this coun 
try over tendering further assistance to tbo 
inlanders. The potential cordiality . be 
tween this country and Great Britain will 
merely have received another set back, 
and one can only be thankful that the un- 
' fortunate occDrranoe did not happen at a 
time and place when suoh churlish incivil- 
ity on the part of a British official might 
easily have bod a much mora serious out 
come.

Investigation^ on tho electric arc and 
nlfio upon sand ripples. Tho award 
coraea with particular meaning to hor, 
Tor It Is not only, the flrat tlmo that 
tho Royal society has granted a medal 
to a woman for her. unaided elTorts — 
Mmo. Curio's modal was received for 
work done In collaboration with M. 
Curio — but. there Is a touch of re von go 
in her present bucccss. For four 
years Bhe was rofnscd tho election to 
n folio wshl'p solely because she was 
married. 

The whole of Mrs. Ayrton's Investi- 
gations and researches with regard to 
the electric arc she' gathered Into a 
volume, which was' published In 19.02. 
Sho Is, .as Is well -known, tho only 
woman member of the Institute of 
Electrical Engineers. But tho Hughes 
medal of tho- Royal society has been 
awarded her not. only for these re* 
searches, but for experimental Investi- 
gations on sand ripples. 

"I happened to be at Margate with 
my husband," explained Mm. Ayrton, 
"and there I first became Interested in 
the saud*rlpples and tried to find out 
bow- they were caused, partly by' ob- 
servation, but much more by experi- 
ment. You see, it- is - Impossible ,to 
make the'Bea do exactly what you 
.want: nnd, further, Jn observing rip- 
ples on the shore one must look down 
on thorn, nnd It te essential In watch- 
ing such processes to see them In pro- 
file. So I had proper glass troughs 
made. -and I- found out . oxactly^how 
Vlpplos were caused." 

"You seo, sand ripples may Boom at 
first a small subject, but any explana- 
tion Involves all ; tbo principles under- 
lying the motion of .water and of 
bodies' oscillating In tho water. T ant 
still engaged In these researches, and 
am occupied with two papers dealing 
with two different parts or the sub- 
ject. . 

"One's aim In scientific research of 
this character," said Mrs. Ayrton, .In 
answer to an inquiry as to thlB aspect 
of her work, "la to. find out what un-, 
derlles certain phenomena, but 1 feel 
sure that In tho end It will bo of prac-. 
tlcal use In dealing wltti coast erosion 
or quicksands. At present our knowl- 
edge of the motion of water Is slight. 
I. made the suggestion— and I still be- 
lieve It 1 to be true— that the Goodwin 
sands are really huge ripples.- There 
la a narrow spit of land hear the Good- 
twins, and lt-seems possible that. If the, 
configuration of the- shore could. -be 
altered and tho trend ot the water 
changed the Goodwins might disap- 
pear," 

Oa the interesting character ' of. 
scientific research Mrs. Ayrton was 
enthusiastic. 

. "There Is nothing so fascinating, so 
absorbing," she Bald. "You think and 
think about certain phenomena; till 
yon think out a' possible solution, and 
then you experiment to seo If It is cor- 
rect; and as . you experiment your 
attention la drawn to fresh phenomena, 
and experiments, must be started 
afresh to .account for. those In turn. 

."And I believe""- remarked Mrs. 
Ayrton, ; "that womon are really/ woU 
adapted for this. work. They" often 
^ have leisure ; they havo a great habit 
of putting two and two together— men 
deny that, ,but It Is true— and ,thoy 
havo quite as good powers of observa- 
tion ns : men,; and great patIcnco..;For 
scientific research you. must have In- 
tuition, a kind of train Imagination, 
that lends i you, to form a theory .-about 
what you. see, from which you. can ex- 
periment, , and I think womon ' havo 
that, Intuitive -power j the power 1 ,- as it 
were,- of spreading but facta. In .their' 
mlndB and drawing tho threads . to- 
,gotber,and comlng,to a, logical conclu- 
sion. , That la .'very ; dlfforont,"\con- 
oludod ..Mra. Ayrton, with,. a .smile,.- 
Slfrora nolng: able to lay out these con- ' 
heeling threads for Botuo one else- to 
wo." . I

There la Increasing disposition on 
tho part of patriotic Americans to pro* 
servo historic buildings and places, 
and mark them with eultablo me- 
morial* tablets, or turn them Into nm- 
sonrnB and pnrltB, It Is but recently 
that the body of James Wilson, ono 
of -the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, was disinterred and 
placed In tho burial ground of Christ 
church, .Philadelphia, under tho very 
shadow of the hall whore tho docu- 
ment was Bi'gncd, and now.thoro Is ac- 
tive movement on foot to "dlscovor tho 
graves of every ono of tho signers and 
to mnrk them with Suitable tablets, 
Everywhere 'through tho eastern part 
or the country' where the early history 
of tho nation was made there In a 
growing tendency to discover new and. 
Interesting places thnt were Inter- 
woven In tho lives of tho early patrl- > 
ots, and the Ihtest-devclopmoht In this 
direction has 'been' tho efforts; of Itov. 
O. S. Somervlllo, 6r Fnlla Church, Vn., 
to obtain means to restore tho historic 
Falls church, of. which he' |a rector. 

This old building is onoof the. land- 
marks" of the* country, nnd- Its early 
hlBtary. Is Intimately associated with 
that of Augustine Washington, Georgo 
Washington, Georgo Mason and other 
distinguished Americans. Itev, Ooraor- 
vltlc, because of his buiclal connection 
with tho church;>was familiar with Its 
early history and realized Its value as 
ono of tho historic spots of the nation. 
Ho became active In efforts to Interest 
others In preserving tho building and 
made a "trip to Washington whore ho 
presented tho matter , to tho trustees 
or tho American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation society. 

Tho Importance .of his suggestions 
were instantly .recognized and a'feso-
